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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-105 are presented for examination. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following invention is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-27, 32-58, 63-89 are drawn to remote object accessing, 
classified in class 709, subclass 217. 

II. Claims 28-3 1, 59-62, 90-93, are drawn to computer-to-computer 
object framing, classified in class 709, subclass 236. 

III. Claims 94-105, are drawn to computer-to-computer protocol 
implementing, classified in class 709, subclass 230. 

3. Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombination disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. The following case instants: 

Invention I, discloses a method for caching and storing a fragment from a 
message in a remote cache without the features of inventions II and III. 
Invention II, discloses a method for creating data packet and generating a 
response message and inserting a message header without the features of 
inventions I and III. 

Invention III, discloses a data structure for use by a computer device in defining a 
message according fragment protocol without the features of inventions I and II.
